Failing  to  obtain  the  agency  of  Bristol's  Sarsaparilla,  and  still  bent 
upon  reaping  the  fruits  of  his  long  and  weary  labors  in  the  cause  of  be- 
nevolence, that  very  respectable  lirm  has  commenced  a  manufacture  of 
sarsaparilla  of  its  own,  which  is  ushered  "to  tho  world"  with  a  great 
flourish  of  trumpets,  in  the  hop;  of  still  securing  to  itself  the  profits'of  a 
demand  for  sarsaparilla,  created  solely  by  Mr.  Bristol,  or  rather  by  his 
invaluable  preparation.
